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Glossary of Terms 


Business Development Centre/Corporation: An office established 
under the Federal Government’s Community Futures Program 
to deliver the components of the program (see Business Guide 
for details). 


Municipal Economic Development Office: An office established by 
the municipality to encourage and attract economic development 
activities to the community. 


Municipal Economic Development Corporation: A legal entity 
created under law, that can own property, borrow money and 
enter into contracts. The corporation is charged by the municipality 
to carry out the economic development activities in the community. 
The relationship between municipality and corporation is usually 
spelled out in a contract. 


Venture Capital: Capital available for investment in the ownership 
of new enterprise. Generally, an equity position is taken, however, 
this term is also applied to investments in new enterprises. 


Debt Financing: Loan or loan guarantee with established repayment 
and interest rate terms. 


Equity Investment: An investment involving the purchase of shares 
or real interest in a business or company with the expectation 
of a return. 


Grant: A financial contribution to a project for which repayment is 
not expected. Generally, the proponent is expected to contribute 
a portion of the project cost. 


Forgiveable Loan: A loan which may be forgiven provided that certain 
agreed-upon performance measures are met.
